WASHINGTON - President Trump’s 
charge that Sen. Kirsten E. Gillibrand would 
“do anything” for campaign contributions 
prompted a fierce backlash Tuesday, as crit- 
ics said the president made an outlandish 
and sexually suggestive accusation against 
the Senate’s foremost fighter against sexual 
harassment. 

The dust-up between the president and

started shortly after dawn, as Trump took to 
Twitter to attack both Gillibrand and Senate 
Minority Leader Charles E. Schumer, like Gil- 
librand a New York Democrat. 

“Lightweight Senator Kirsten Gillibrand, 
a total flunky for Chuck Schumer and some- 
one who would come to my office ‘begging’ for 
campaign contributions not so long ago (and 
would do anything for them), is now in the

GOP’s Senate edge 


Democrat overcomes demographics, 
capitalizes on heavy turnout in cities

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. - 
Doug Jones, a Democratic for- 
mer prosecutor who mounted a 
seemingly quixotic Senate cam- 
paign in the face of Republican 
dominance here, defeated his 
scandal-scarred opponent, Roy 
Moore, after a brutal campaign 
marked by accusations of sexu- 
al abuse and child molestation 
against the Republican. 

The upset delivered an un- 
imagined victory for Demo- 
crats and shaved Republicans’ 
unstable Senate majority to a 
single seat. 

Jones’ victory could have 
drastic consequences on the 
national level, snarling Repub- 
licans’ legislative agenda in 
Washington and opening, for 
the first time, a realistic but still 
difficult path for Democrats to 
capture the Senate next year. 
It amounted to a stinging snub 
of President Trump, who broke 
with much of his party and ful- 
lyembraced Moore’s candidacy, 
seeking to rally support for him 
in the closing days of the cam- 
paign. 

Propelled by a_ backlash 
against Moore, an intensely po- 
larizing former judge who was 
accused of sexually assaulting 
young girls, Jones overcame the 
state’s daunting demographics 
and deep cultural conserva-

tism. His campaign targeted 
African-American voters with 
a sprawling, muscular turnout 
operation, and appealed to edu- 
cated whites to turn their backs 
on the Republican Party. 

Those pleas appeared to pay 
off Tuesday, as precincts in Bir- 
mingham and its suburbs re- 
ported heavy turnout through- 
out the day, and Jones ran up a 
commanding lead in the state’s 
other urban centers. The aban- 
donment of Moore by affluent 
white voters may have proved 
decisive, allowing Jones to tran- 
scend Alabama’s rigid racial po- 
larization and assemble a win- 
ning coalition. 

To progressive voters here, 
Jones’ victory marked a long- 
awaited rejection of the divisive 
brand of politics that Alabama 
has inevitably rewarded even as 
some of its Southern neighbors 
were turning to more moderate 
leaders. 

At an election-eve rally in 
Birmingham, Jones cast the 
campaign as just such a politi- 
cal crucible and alluded dark- 
ly to Alabama having opted in 
the past for “a path that has not 
been productive.” Grouping his

CCS Oncology chief 
sued for $4.3 million 
as bank cites default

Bank of America has sued 
the chief executive officer of 
CCS Oncology, one of the re- 
gion’s largest community can- 
cer care providers, for at least 
$4.3 million, contending that 
the medical practice defaulted 
on millions of dollars in loans 
that he personally guaranteed. 

The lawsuit filed last 
Wednesday is the latest in a se- 
ries of developments that point 
to deep financial troubles at 
CCS Oncology. Bank of Ameri- 
calent more than $16 million to 
CCS Oncology and related busi- 
nesses two years ago, but the 
companies failed to meet the 
terms of the agreement, accord- 


Dr. W. Sam Yi and his wife, 
Sung Eun, beginning in May, 
pledged their own money to 
persuade Bank of America not 
to default on the overdue busi- 
ness loans, but the Yis never 
made the payments, the bank 
said. 

The Bank of America legal 
action reveals new details about 
the challenges weighing on the 
practice and its top doctor. 

In the most significant dis- 
closure, Yi informed the bank 
in the spring that he expects 
CCS to bring in less money than 
it spends for the foreseeable fu- 
ture and that he intends to sell 
or refinance the practice and its 
assets, according to adocument 
filed with the lawsuit. 

“Tt’s a question of whether it 
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
